11,237 OF THE WORLD'S GREATEST ATHLETES from all 
over the globe gathered in August to pursue lifelong dreams 
and compete for Olympic glory. There were firsts, as Rio was 
the first South American city to host the Olympic Games. 
There were records broken — the United States earning 121 
medals — surpassing the previous record of medals earned
